The full scheme provides for 
the parking of 163 cars. Total 
cost is estimated t £56,130.

The main afea of vacant 
land being considered for use 
as car parks is land at the 
corner of Raitway, Street 
South and Bent Street, 
corher of Pier and Railway 
Street.

Queen Street—land adjacent 
to the right of way next to the 
library site. 


If a plan is finaly approved 
the scheme would be financed 
by a 15 year loan with in- 
terest at 52 per cent.

EDITORIAL 


ALTONA RAILWAY STATION 


Pending improvements in Pier Street 
will tend to focus a little more attention on 
the Altona Railway Station. 

The station had its origin prior to most 
of the adjacent shops and buildings and it 
looks like it. 

It has never been modernised and is 
quite out of keeping with its locality. 

Railway properties are strictly utili- 
tarian, so that while the station serves its 
purposes we can expect no major improve- 
ment. 

With relatively little outlay it would be 
possible to clear up its outer surroundings, 
remove unwanted timber and make the place 
more fitting as the doorway to Altona. More 
lighting at night would be an advantage. 

Pedestrian crossings are being construc- 
ted. These have been long wanted. 

When making these crossings, while 
Pier Street is being widened, some thought 
should be given to the needs of train pas- 
sengers. : = 

They are at present impeded by the taxi 
stand, especially in time of wet weather. 
A taxi stand’ near the station is most essen- 
tial, but it should be resited to give passen- 
gers more free access to and from the station. 

The station’ staff are courteous and 
considerate. With but one man on daily, 
ticket buyer’s queues are frequent. This also 
is inconvenient during inclement weather. 
The shelter at the ticket box is inadequate. 

Pier Street has generally a neat appear- 
ance, the same we hope will be the case with 
the new Railway Street. Is it too much to 
ask that the Victorian Railways be urged to 
do their share of housekeeping also? Let 
them be advised that some people do stil! 
use the ‘railways and that they deserve more 
consideration in the way of access and shelter.

Sir, 

May I be permitted to add 
my voice to those who have 
expressed righteous indigna- 
tion and disapproval to the 
proposed establishment in Al- 
tona of a home for delin- 
quents. ! 

May I say at the outset that 
I believe I have a special 
knowledge of the needs of the 
children of Altona. For more 
than 20 years I have been in 
charge of a junior branch of 
the. Manchester Unity Lodge 
in Altona whose members are 
in the 8-16 years age group 
with an average attendance 
at meetings of 25 youngsters. 
I find it rather difficult to re- 
main calm and objective in a 
discussion of this kind. 

When we consider the 
meteoric growth of the Shire 
within the last 10 years it 
must surely be revelant to all 
that this is a predominantly 
youthful community and one 
shudders to think what effect 
@ project of this nature would 
have on the social life of our 
young people. I have already 
had expressed to me the 
opinion that if this came to 
Altona some parents would 
be loath to allow their chil- 
dren out at night to attend 
our meetings and this must 
surely apply to the many 
other youth activities such as 
scouts, girl guides, pedal clubs, 
etc. : 

One cannot deny the need 
for these institutions, but 
surely there are more suitable 
sites for them. 

Our council has done a re- 
matkably good job in provid- 
ing sports grounds. but the 
necessity for more must high- 
light the fact that this is a 
young and vigorous commun- 
ity which needs for itself the 
area under discussion. 

What is wrong with en- 
larging the existing institu- 
tions? 

I don’t think it needs a 
great deal of imagination to 
visualise in the very near 
future that Altona will spread 
to Laverton and Laverton to 
Werribee and there is no 
need to deprive us of land 
which can be put to use for 
the community’s benefit. 

My. contention is that if 
the area was not good enough 
for one Government Depart- 


[ment to establish a universiy 


it is not good enough for 
another Government Depart- 
ment to, establish what is vir- 
tually a prison camp. 
If I might coin a phrase— 
“Altona for the Altonians.”
